Some of the large producers saw the 
necessity of working on a greater 
scale and commenced to introduce 
large cylinder — pr s and grinding 
mills, Which gave an inerease in the 
quantity, as well as in the quality 
of the oil. ¥ 

As to the remainder of the olive 
oil process, the oil is placed after 
extraction in large earthenware jars 
or tin tanks and is then filtered. In 
some cases the air is kept from the 
oil by means of a layer of alcohol

IN THE GERMAN ARMY, 
Sentence Imposed 
Two Soldiers. 


Draconic on 


A draconic sentence has been pass- 
ed by a court-martial sitting at Cob- 
lenz, Germany, on two riflemen, who, 
dressed in civilian clothes, the better 
to avoid recognition, had slipped out 
of their quarters and, under cover of 
darkness, gone to a village restaur- 


ant, where they knew would find a 
certain non-commissioned officer, 
against whom they bore a grudge. 


Seeing him sitting inside, they threw 
a stoneware pitcher and a piece of 
wood through the window at him, 
though without doing any injury. 
The court-martial found the accus- 
ed, guilty of participation in a mili- 
tary revolt, and sentenced one to six 
years’ imprisonment and degradation 
and the other to five years’ hard 
labor, expulsion from the army ani 
five years’ loss of all civil rights. No 
allowance was made for the eleven 
months che men had been in custody 
awaiting trial. 

The sentence has created great as- 
tonishment, and is compared with 
the clemency so frequently shown by 
courts-martial to non-commissioned

PRARALARALIDAAIIPARPIA SA

One cupful of butter is cream-d 
with two of sugar, and four egys 
‘added, yolks and whites beaten se- 
Parately. One grated nutmeg and 1 
lb. of Hour stirred in gradually, kecp- 
ing out about 2 ozs. of flour to 
dredge the nuts and raisins. A large 
coliee-cupful of raisins, stoned and 
| split, and the same amount of hick- 
ory-nuts, chopped as tine as possible, 
are stirred in last. A cocl breuu- 
oven is the best for this cake, anl 


flavored with rose-water, and decuor- 
ated with an edging of home-mace 
burnt almonds, 


KISSES. 


Beat the whites of three eggs until 
they are stiil; then sift over the eggy 
three-quarters of a cupful of powder- 
ed sugar.

Blanch 4 ozs. «f 
shelled filberts, toast them, and 
pound to a powder, Beat tho yolks 
of twelvo eggs for oa half-hour, and 
when very light add the almonds, the 
filberts, and half lb, of stale spongo 
cake, which has also previously beet 
powdered. Melt half lb of butter and 
add to this mixture, Stir thor- 
oughly to mix tho whole well. From 
14 lbs. of sugar make a heavy syrup 
by adding about a cupful of water 
and boiling it till of the proper 
thickness. Add this to the mixture 
already mado, stirring constantiy 
and woll, Place over the fire a fow 
minutes when it is completely mixed, 
until a thick paste is formed. Drop 
this a teaspoonful at oa timo on 
floured tins and bako in a hot oven.

: About the Farm 
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FARM BUTTER, 

Of the numerous styles of churns 
‘there is none better for the smal aeuy- 
man than the barrel churn, says Prof. 
Joho Michels, Before adding the 
cream, the churn should be sealded 
, Wilh hot water and then rinsed with 
cold. This will freshen the churn and 
fill up the pores of the wood with 
{water so that the cream and butter will 
nol slick, The churning temperature 
;should be sueh that the cream will 
}churn in from 30 lo 45 iminutes.*Strain 
ithe cream into the churn to remove the 
| possibility of while specks in butter. 
; These usually consist of curd or dried 
| particles of cream. The amount of col- 
or to be added is determined by the de- 
mands of the market. Color the butter 
to suit your customer. 

Butter should be ehurned until 
granules ave about half the size 
pea. When larger than this it is difi- 
cult to remove the butlermilk and dis- 
j tribute the salt; when smaller, some 
{of the fine granules are apt to pass out 
;with the buttermilk. When the gran- 
ules have reached the right size, cold 
water should be added to the churn to 
cause the butler to float. Salt will an- 
;swer the same purpose. The churn is 
now given a few revolutions and the 
bullermilk drawn off. After the butter 
has been thoroughly removed, cold 
}water is added to the butter and the 
churn revolved a few times. This 
amount of washing usually suffices. As 
soon as the wash walter has drained 
away, add fine dairy salt at the rate of 
about one ounce per pound of butter, 
and revolve the churn eight or ten 
times to distribute the salt thoroughly. 

Where only a small amount of butter 
is made, tt may be worked with a ladle 
in the churn. For larger amounts it is 
desirable, however, to have a separate 
worker. Butler is preferably worked 
twice. The first lime just enough lo 
jfairly incorporate the salt. It is then 
allowed to stand six or eight hours, 
after which white streaks are usually 
‘noticeable on culling the butter witha 
string. The second working should 
cease as soon as these streaks oy 
motiles have been removed.

No producer of 
good bulter can afford to sell to ° the 
country stores, Those who have made 
farm bultter-muking a success have in- 
variably catered to private trade, or 
have sold to well known butter dealers. 
A great deal of butter could be sold in 
villages, towns and cities at 25 and ™) 
cents a pound, which would bring only 
12 and 15 cents in the country stores. 

Seek, therefore, private customers 
who are willing to pay for a good pro- 
duct. If these are not within easy 
reach by road, try to reach them by 
rail. Ten pounds of butter may easily 
be sent 50 or 60 miles by express for 
25 cents. Ten pounds may he sent for 
about 39 conts and 15 to 20 pound pack, 
ages can ve sent 150 miles for 50 cents. 
It is cerlainly a business proposition 
rather to pay 3 or even 4 cents a pound 
expressage than to lose 10 or 15 cents 
o pound by selling it to the country 
grocer. Make a good quality of butter, 
put it up in neat and attractive pack- 
ages, and sell it to select customers, 
and you will find both pleasure and 


should have the manufacturer’s mono- 
gram cut into it, The imprint of the 
monogram cut into the butter will 
serve as a guarantee of its genuine- 
ness. It is also desirable to have st'1¢ 
neat lettering on the parchment wrap- 
per, such, for example, as Fansy 
Dairy Butter, Golden Jersey Butter, 
etc. Prints must be kept cold to pre- 
serve their attractive rectangular ap- 
| pearance, 

Where butter is made in rather large 
quantity and shipped some distance 
{without ice, the regular 10 or 20-pound 
wooden tub is the most satisfactory. 
These tubs should be scalded in hot 
water and then soaked in cold water 
several hours before using, When 
treated in this way and lined with 
parchment paper, butter will keep re- 
markably well in these packages. Other 
packages are found on tho market 
holding from two to ten pounds each. 
With the small butter producer the 
greatest trouble is finding a suitable 
market for his product, I[t is customary 
with most of these producers to sell 
to the country grocer, who, as a rute, 
makes liltle discrimination in quality, 
the good and the poor selling for prac-

FRESH MEATS FOR THE HOME. 


To see a farmer buying pork at the 
village store is, to me, an indication of 
a very lax system of household man- 
agement, writes a correspondent. Not 
allogether household, however, for the 
duty of furnishing the meat supply falls 
upon the male members of the family. 
It is so simple and altogether advan- 
;fageous an operation to butcher a few 
!hogs at home and thus secure an ade- 
| quate supply of meat of the highest 
‘quality, that I wonder that more farm- 
-ers do not practice it, It has always 
; been followed in the older settled -dis- 
{ricts of the country, but in some por- 
tions of the west farmers have nev2r 
learned to kill their own meat. 

This operation requires the services 
‘of two or three strong men for absut 
{half the day, the remainder of the 
work being of a much lighter nature, 
jwhich may be finished by the women 
/folk of the household, With a little ap- 
paratus, consisling of a scalding vat, 
a scraping platform, and a convenient 
scaffold, three or four hogs can re 
killed and hung without difficulty in a 
few hours. Many home butchers now 
practice skinning hogs, which dovs 
jaway with the unpleasant operation of 
iscalding and sevaping. ‘The quality of

“The samples of Rhodesian cotton 
grown from seeds in various parts 
of the country, have yielded the most 
satisfactory results possible,’’ he told 
a London Express representative. 

“We have applied every test, and 
find that the Rhodesian cotton is the 
duplicate of Texan cotton, which is 
largely used in Lancashire, and 
which it has been impossible to grow 
in any other colony.’’ 

According to information received 
by the British Cotton Growing As- 
sociation, Rhodesia can produce three 
quarters of a million bales per year, 
which is considered sufficient to 
steady the world’s market and to 
protect the British cotton industry 
from speculations, which of recert 
years have hampered it. 

Capital to any extent is in reaci- 
ness to develop the Rhodesian pro- 
ject, and the only difficulty that is 
anticipated is that of colored Jabor 
for the plantations. 

A number of experts who have in- 
spected the samples, agree that they 
are of an excellent character, and 
may be grown in such abundance as 
to justify a prediction that Rhode 
sia will in the course of a few sea- 
sons provide a final solution of Eng- 
land’s cotton problem.

Coffee Egg will be a change for your 
invalid and is not so sickly as custard, 
of which she is evidently tired. Hall 
fil a cup with hot milk, and fll it with 
Strong coffee, sweeten to taste and put 
all in a saucepan to heat. Beat an egg 
thoroughly, and when the coffee comes 
to the boil pour it upon the egg, stir- 
ring well so that it does not curdle. 
Strain through muslin, and serve. 

Economical Clear Soup.—When boil- 
ing veal or mutton have only just suffi- 
cient water to cover the meat, and add 
the usual soup vegetables.

Lemon Snaps.—Cream half a pound 
of bulter with a teacupful of caster 
Sugar and two eggs. Add a breakfast- 
cupful of flour with which a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of carbonate of soda has 
been mixed, also a teaspoonful of es- 
sence of lemon in the same quantily cf 
milk. Roll this paste out thinly, cut 
into rounds with a tumbler, and bake 
in a moderate oven. 

Golden Bread is a pudding that chil- 
dren like, and is easy to prepare. Beat 
an egg thoroughly and add to it half « 
Soak thin slices of stale 
bread in this, and fry them in fat. The 
bread is made wet through with this, 
but not sodden, then when it is fried it 
is golden yellow. The dripping left 
from roasting beef fries golden bread, 
and the egg and milk should be sweel- 
ened. Serve with sugar sifted over. 

Thick Gingerbread.—Ingeedients: One 
pound and a quarter of flour, one 
pound of treacle, four ounces of moist 
sugar, four ounces of butter, three- 
quarters of an ounce ol ground ginger, 
a small teaspoonful’ of carbonate of 
soda, half a pint of warm milk. Beat 
the butler and sugar together, slightly 
warm the treacle with the milk. Mix 
the ginger and carbonate of soda thoy- 
oughly into the flour, and gradually sift 
jt into the butter and sugar, by degrees 
adding a little of the milk and treacle 
mixture. Beat alll thoroughly and bake 
in a moderately slow oven for one hour. 
This should be baken in a shallow tin 
about two inches and a half deep, 
which has been well buttered. 

Compote of Apples.—For each pint of 
water, allow four ounces of sugar, also 
the juice and rind of one lemon. Boil 
until a thick syrup, then put in the ap- 
ples, which should have been peeled, 
cored, and sliced, and cook until tender, 
Beat with a silver fork, and add at the 
last the strained juice of one lemon. 
Serve hot with any plain boiled pud- 
ding. 

This Crust is Good for Raised Pies and 
costs less than sixpence per pounid, 
Pul half a pint of walter into a basin 
and form a hole in the middle. When 
the butter is dissolved, pour it into the 
centre of the flour, beating it thoroughly 
with a wooden spoon and be careful 
that the paste is not too soft. When 
thoroughly kneaded, place the basin be- 
fore the fire covered with a cloth for a 
few minutes so that the pastry may he 
worked into shape more easily. Then 
roll out and form into any shape re- 
quired. Bake in a yery steady oven.

HINTS FOR THE HOME. 


When Baking Cakes scatter a little 
sand or sall on the oven shelf before 
putling in the tins, and then the bot- 
toms will not burn, 

Before Cooking a Duck or a Goose 
pour walter which is boiling over and 
through it. This tends to remove the 
oily flavor, 

To Clean White Fur.—Try rubbing it 
thoroughly with warm, dry bran, using 
a piece of book muslin as a rubber, 
Failing this, try magnesia in the same 
manner. 

Camphorated Oil is a most useful 
household remedy at this time of year 
for cold, sore throats, etc. Make it as 
follows: Take half a pint of sweet oll 
and make it sufficiently hot to melt one 
ounce of camphor. Cork, and it will 
be ready for use. 

To Sweeten Rancid Butter.—Melt the 
butter and skim it, then put into it a 


powdered rose leaves, powdered sweet 
scented flag root, two ounces of pow- 


musk, and half a teaspoonful of sandal- 
wood. Mix all well together and pass 
two-or three times through a sieve. 


FRYING 


Two modes of frying. One is to have 
just enough fat to prevent the article 
from burning or sticking, and the other 
is to have enough not only to cover the 
food. but to float it. The latter is by far 
{he better way, as all the surface of the 
article is instantly hardened, and there- 
fore will not absorb fat. It is also the 
cheaper way, because the fat can le 
used so many times. If the drippings 
saved from micats, soups and gravies 
should not be enough for frying pur- 
poses, buy pure lard to use with it. 
Many recommend buying beef suet for 
this purpose; but food fried in suet «s 
more liable to absorb fat than that fried 
in lard. The reason of this is that ‘ard 
can be heated to a higher temperature 
without burning than can beef or any 
other fat. Butter is also often recom- 
mended for frying. If used, it should be 
{ree from salt. Bul aside from being so 
expensive, it is not so nice for frying 
purposes as fats, for it burns at a much 
lower temperature than beef fat or lard. 
The Scotch kettle is the best utensil for 
frying. It rests on a rim, which lifts the 
bottom from the stove, and the inside 
surface is polished smooth; therefore, 
the fat is less liable to burn than if the 
surface were rough and the bottom 
rested on the hot stove. The fat should 
heat gradually, and when the food is 
plunged intoyit a slight smoke should 
rise from the centre.

In 
frying fishballs, doughnuts. ete.. nut 
only a few at a time in the boiling fat; 
then wait till the fal regains ils tormer 
temperature and put in a few more. 
Fishballs are often spoiled by putting 
too many in the kettle at once. The 
temperature of the fat is instantly re- 
duced, and the balls absorb the fat. 
When an arlicle of food is fried, drain 
the fat from it and lay it on a sheet of 
brown paper in a warm place, The 
paper will absorb any fat that remains 
on the food. If these directions are fol- 
lowed, there will be no difficully in 
having food fried without being satur- 
ated with grease.

Dr. Harper thought he need make 
no apology for being a candidate for 
the Reevship, as bis four years in the 
Councilhad been gained by steadily 
inoveasing iajorities cach year, He 
also could claim some credit for 
interest in the Electric Light plant. 
He had discussed the matter in 1908, 
when the old plant bad died. — In 1904 
they had seen the scheme well under 
way, and last year there had been no 


reason for an election as the old 
Council should haye been allowed to 
complete the work, He then dealt 
with the question of village finances 
in an exhaustive manner, and also 
in avery interesting way summerized 
the cost und working expenses, also 
the probable revenue of the Electric 
Light plint. There were now over 
700 lights, and the revenue was within 
a fraction of $3,000 per annum. — The 
town was paying $500 for street light, 
but the same candle power put into 
private house or stores would yield 
over $800, They had yet capacity for 
400 or 500 more lights, and the revenue 
should be considerably over $3000 per 
year, which would pay all runing 
expenses, debentures, etc., and leaye a 
balance for profit. He criticized 
severely the building of the cement 
walks on main street this year, which 
had been done under Mr. Weit's super- 
yision. Under the proposition he bad 
introduced the year before the speci- 
fications called for a guarantee for five 
years, but this year the agreements 
had not been brought before the 
Council, He claimed the work was 
not satisfactorily done, the saving 
effected had been small, and repairs 
Would soon be needed. The bad con- 
dition of the crossings this year had 
caused endless profanity ; the work of 
hauling gravel had been left until the 
November mud, and the County grant 
of $200 had not been expended in the 
village. He asked for light on all 
these question. He quoted the 
‘duties of a Reeye,” which he claimed 
had not been lived up{toin the past, 
His policy would be to spend all the 
money they could for the welfare and 
good appearance of the yillage, make 
it as attractive as possible, and so 
induce business to come our way, He 
thought his four yefrs service in the 
past entitled him to the position of 
Reeye and he expected to be elected. 


Mr. Weir said it was his third year 
of service, and for the coming year he 
admitted it wasacase of ‘the man 
seeking the office” rather than the 
office seeking the man. As a man 
seeking the office of Reeve he was 
willing to give his reasons. As chair- 
man of streets and sidewalks during 
the past year he had charge of consid- 
erable expenditures, and he claimed 
that the monies had been judiciously 
expended. He had seryed on Electric 
Light Committees, and be had always 
done the best he could for the yillage. 
His claims for the Reeveship were 
equally as strong as Dr. Harper's. 
When the latter was Chairman of 
streets and walks they had tackled the 
cement sidewalk question,got tenders, 
etc., but eventually threw the whole 
matter back on the Oouncil, His 
(Weir's) hobby had always been * day 
work,” and he had built the walks on 
tain street this way, The saving 
effected bad been oyer $100. If he 
was elected Reeve any similar work 
in the fature would be done the same 
way. He explained why the grayel 
had not been hauled on the streets be- 
fore Noyember, Mr. O'Riordan not 
having a team to do the work. Regard- 
ing the County grant, the Road Sup- 
erintendent had informed bim that 
a contract for 75 cords of stone to 
be delivered in Madoc had been tet 
which was eqniyalent to the $150 not 
spent. This would be available for 
our streets next year, The old plank 
had been used to repair other walks. 
He would fayor putting in more street 
lights if necessary, and would, if 
elected, always work to the best of his 
ability for the best interests of the 
town. 

My. Cross said he would not 
this year be a candidate for either 
Reeve or Council, but dealt at some 
length with matters of personal inter- 
est. Heably explained the financial 
position of the village, and gaye itas 
1is opinion that all taxes raised were 
for the year only, up to the end of 
December.. For necessary require- 
ments they should temporarily borrow 
at the bank. He dealt fully with the 
electric light expenditures, the Assess- 
ment Act, and other questions effect- 
ing the ratepayers, Regarding the 
pool-room matter he thought that the 
Council could not prohibit it, and 
therefore it was best to license and 
regulute it, and secure a revenue of 
$40, He had devoted a great deal of 
time and attention to public matters 
while in the Council and had done the 
very best he could for the town, but 
was not «a candidate this year, 

Mr. James Whytock created a good 
deal of merriment by his vigorous and 
characteristic onslaught on the doings 
of the old Council, He claimed they 


had squandered the surplus of the 
previous ye and had now an 
“empty chist,”” His speech put 


everybody into the best of humor, 

Dr. Harrison replied to some of 
Dr, Harper's criticisms, in which he 
developed a vigor of expression that 
would make him a formidable oppon- 
ent if he continued in public lite, 

Brief but appropriate speeches, 
necepting the nomination for Couns 
cillors, and promising their best ser- 
vices if elected, were made by Mesars, 
Wareham Tuller, w. J. Hill, 
Nickle, John Tueker, and ‘Thos, H. 
Thompson, Similar speeches declin

Madoc Township - Nominations, 


There was a large attendance and 
considerable interest eyinced at the 
Madoe township nomination at the 
Town Hall, Eldorado, on Friday last. 
The increase in the assessment and 
consequent higher taxes was the prin- 
cipal cause of complaint, but the mem- 
bers of the old Council showed that 
the change in assessment was Sraply. 
carrying out the law, and oyer which 
the Council has no control, There 
was a large list of nominations made, 
but the following names only will ap- 
pear on the Ballot papers :— 

For Reeve.—Christopher Wright, 
the present Reeve, and Angus Nicol- 
son.

GiINA FOR THE CHINESE 


DR. MORRISON, BACK IN THE EAST, 
SEES TROUBLE AIIEA 


We Says the Mandarins Are Really Try- 
ing to Get Together an 
Efficient Army. 


Dr, Morrison, cabling recently to the 
London ‘Times, says:—Afler a seven 
months’ absence from China I find eyi- 
dence of a remarkable change. It is 
impossible to deny that since the con- 
clusion of the war China’s time honored 
faclics of evasion and passive obstruc- 
tion have given place to a definite ex- 
pression of the policy of “China for the 
Chinese,” and to deliberate organized 
resistance to all forelgn influence. In 
considering the cause of this change -t 
is difficult to overestimate the moral 
effect of the defeat of a great western} 
power Ly Janan. The other causes are. 

(1) The Pekin Government's assump- 
tion that the Anglo-Japaness alliance 
guarantees the integrity of the Chinese 
terrilory, come what may. 

(2) The impolitic action of the United 
States, which, failing to perecive that 
the recent boycott was merely one mani- 
festation of a general anti-foreign policy 
has adopted an atitude of conciliation 
which the Asiatics

(3) The influence throughout the pro- 
vince of large numbers of half-educated 
students, who have returned from Tokio 
with the idea that China is capable forth- 
wilh of following the example of Japan, 
and finally the withdrawal of the Brilish 
China squadron and the reduction of the 
allied garrison in the north, 

Among the results of the situation 
thus created the following are most 
noticeable:—The apparently sincere ctf- 
forts of the provincial authorities to 
bring their military forces inlo a state 
of eflicieney; the determination, equally 
conspicuous in Pekin and tho provinces 
fo grant no further concessions to for- 
eigners, and an endeavor to recover con- 
trol of those already granted. This is

RAILROAD BUILT TO MUSIC. 


It Goes (0 Abomey, Once the Scene of 
Human Sacrifices. 


Abomey, the town in which Behan- 
zin, King »~f Dahomey, lived, was in- 
famous sixteen years ago for the 
slaughter of human beings that took 
place there annually. Some thou- 
sands of men and women were killed 
every year to win the favor of the 
gods or to be companions of deceas- 
ed persons in the other world. All 
prisoners of war were thus sacrificed 
and many slaves were purchased, from 


neighboring countries for this pur- 
pose. 
Then the French overthrew the 


monster Behanzin and brought peace 
of mind to the million people whom 
he ruled with a rod of iron. Five 
years ago they bogan to build a rail- 
road, which has now reached Abomey 
the scene of the human sacrifices 
The completed part of the railroad 
is seventy-five miles long, and many 
hundreds of the natives are now 
grading the roadbed for its extension 
to the Niger River. The French have 
hed some funny experiences in build- 
ing this road. 
It starts from the port of Cotonu, 
and the French had no difficulty in 
getting the coast natives to work on 
the road, because they had been 
trained to work for nearly ten years, 
had become vsed to labor and liked 
its substantial results. ‘There was 
trouble, howeyer, when the roadbed 
approached the large native town of 


Waida, which is filled with delights 
that are dear to the natives. 
Tew Dahomoyans when they go 


near this town can resist the tempta- 
tion to make a holiday there. When 
the railroad came within sight of 
Waida the workmen had just received 
their wages. They deserted to a 
man, and it was certain that they 
Would do no more work till they had 
spent all their money. = 

No effort was made to get the men 
back, but messengers wero sent 
through the country to ring bells in 
every settlement and proclaim that 
the French would pay good wages to 
women and girls to work on the rail- 
road. Within a day many hundreds 
of women and girls were carrying 
baskets of sand on their heads to 
dump into a marsh across which the 
track was to be laid. 

The roadbed for the rails was thus 
| built across the marsh and the wo- 
men were retained in the service until 
Waida was reached, when the Jaith- 
less men suddenly became clamorous 
for reemployment.

JUST SENT OUT ON T MOST DESO- 
LATE POSTAL ROUTE, 


Horse, Deer and Dog Carry W—The 
Furthest Post 1,800 Miles Be- 
yond Edmonton, 


The annual mail for Arclic circle 
points within the Dorrinion of Canada 
has just been despatched via Ediaonton, 
Letters only are earried and these are 
limited to one ounce in weight, as the 
entire bulk of the packet when it leaves 
Edmonton must come within 300 pounds. 

Registered letters have the preference, 
although they are not assured of deliv- 
ery if late, and other Jelters are taken 
In the order of the dates of mailing. 
The routé is not only the longest mall 
circull in the world but far and away 
the most desolate and most difficult. 

For the two-cent stamp which decor- 
ates the corner of the envelope the letter 
will be carried in some cases from the 
extremes of South Africa, Australia or 
India, and it will most probably be neces- 
sary to have the carriere go five or six 
hundred miles into a frozen, forbidding 
wilderness, the Government expending 
upon the redemplion of the contract of 
the stamp very many thousand times 
what it receives, while the carrier must 
fight single handed

His life and the precious packet entrust- 
ed to him are at all times in the hazard. 

This is the first year in which the Post 
O..ce Department of Canada has as- 
sumed the delivery of mail in the ex- 
treme north, the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany heretofore carrying messages lo 
and from the Arctic and sub-Arctic 
country. Increases in the number of 
trappers, missionaries, prospectors, sel- 
tlers and policemen in the extreme 
north explain the taking over of respons- 
ibilily by the Postmaster-General cf 
Canada, 

The mail is divided into two packets 
at Edmonton, one for points between 
Lac la Biche and Fort Resolution ani 
the other for the straggling outposts of 
empire as far as Fort Macpherson, the 
most northerly depot even of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, 150 miles within 
the Arctic circle, where the year is 
divided into a single day and night. 

The Lac la Biche mail goes by horse 
only 120 miles out of Edmonton. Thence- 
forward the dog and the deer are the 
carrier's subordinates. Deliveries are 
made at Fort McMurray, [ort Chip- 
pewan, Smith’s Landing, Fort Resolu- 
tion, Hay River, Fort Providence, Fort 
Simpson, Fort Wrigley, Fort Norman, 
Fort Good Hope and Fort Macpherson. 
From Edmonton to Fort Macpherson is 


1,800 MILES, 


and the mail arrives at the fort in April 
—if it has no exceptional delays. 

Zesides the packets just despatched, 
there are several other packets going to 
the northland within the next week or 
so, so that all the posts will receive ot 
least a yearly mail. There is a mail 
made up at Prince Albert that goes 4s 
far as the head of Reindeer Lake, at the 
edge of the great Barren Lands. 

‘The York Factory packet runs to the 
north via Lake Winnipeg and the 
Nelson River. The Moose packet }s 
made up at Matawa and goes via Abitibi 
River. 

The carriers for the east and west 
shores of the great bay sometimes meet 
at the southern ports on the shores of 
the buy, the meelings being made the 
occasion of short but hearty jollifica- 
tions. ‘Then each passes on his way. 

Although letters for the winter pack- 
ets are limited to an ounce in weight, 
there may be much news compressed 
by the judicious. Very thin paper as & 
rule is used and cross written,

be said of the greater part of the forts. 
It doesn’t matter if the news is stale. ‘t 
is read in sequence, and so what's the 
difference if it did happen six months 
or a year earlier?

The war in Manchuria, the revolution 
In Russia, the great disasters of the last 
six months, all will be news to the north- 
land when other parts of the world 
have forgotten them. And the people 
of the north claim a distinct advantage, 
even over the people of supposedly more 
favored lands.

The main facts are all they get, and 
they must piece out the rest; and unless 
they are so forlunate as to have a larg 
consignment of papers they are enabled 
to settle delails as their wisnes and 
imaginations ordain.

DEATH BED VISION A FAKE 


Men Die as They Have Lived, With 
Little Thought of the Future. 


A Now York despatch says:—Dr. 
William Osler, now of England, in 
his latest book, says that ‘‘death- 
bed’ visions, believed in by thou- 
sands and of which there are scores 
of supposed authentic records, is 
plain nonsense. Moreover, he sup- 
ports his declaration by 500 death- 
bed observations of his own, which 
he thinks prove absolutely that such 
reported visions are untruo. In all 
theso cases there was suffering, fear 
and emotion, but no thought of the 
future. His observation is a startl- 
ing contribution to a subject which 
has always keenly interested scien- 
tists, clergymen and physicians, and 
it is certain to provoke general dis- 
cussion. 

Dr. Osler says: “As a rule, man 
dies as he has lived, uninfluenced 
practically by the thought cf a fu- 
ture lifes I have careful records of 
about 500 deathbeds, studied parti- 
cularly with reference to the modes 
of death and the sensations ‘of the 
dying. Ninety suffered bodily pain 
and distress of some sort or another; 
eleven showed mental apprehension; 
two positive terror; one expressed 
spiritual exaltation; one bitter re- 
morse. The great majority gave no 
sign one way or the other; like their 
birth, their death was sleep and a 
forgetting. Uhe preacher was right 
in this matter—man hath no 
eminence over the beast—‘As 
dieth, so dieth the other.’
